Article 0: "To vote a tax to pay the
expenses of the ensuing year and to
pay outstanding obligations of the vil-

lage, and interest," came next. Treas-
urer Charles E. Pinney moved a tax of
50cents on the dollar of thc grand list,
but after some explanation, changed
his motion to makc the figure 45 cents,
and this was carried.

Article 10 was: "To vote a tax for
maintaining and repairing roads and
walks in said village." Mr. Pinney
moved a tax of 20 cents on the dollar
for this purpose, and it was so voted.

Then came the election of thoremain-in- g

village officers under Article 11, and
the election of 7 trustees came first.
Moderator Button announced that only
those who had paid their taxes were
elitrible to vote and that a list of the
delinqucnts was on the desk. He called
on Constable C. J. Seeley to come for- -

ward and see that onlv thoso who had
paid be allowed to vote. The result of
the election of the trustees was as fol-

lows and in the order following: Dr.
P. L. Dorey, Nelson A. Seymour,
Charles A. Lyman, Joseph Calhoun,
Prof. P. N. Swett, Willis N. Cady and
Fay C. Warren. George T. Kidder,
John II. Stewart and Dr. E. H.
Martin were appointed tellers for the
afternoon.

While the votes were being counted
on the final ballot for trustee, Charles
E. Pinney was treasurer

Henry F. Joy and C. C.
Wells were likewise chosen auditors to
succeed themselves. Charles A. Earle
was elected water commissioner for
three years. George Kidder, jr., was
then elected chief engineer of the fire

department and the election of officers
was thus complete.

Under Article 12 "To transact any
other business proper to be done,"
Allan Calhoun moved to take from the
table Article 3, which had been tabled
early in the meeting. The motion pre-vaile- d;

and then on motion of George
T. Kidder, the trustees were directed to
transfer $1000 from the village funds to
the water department, as per the article
in the warning.

This completed the business of the
and at4:20 o'clock the meeting

adjourned without day.
